simple in diet and apparel from taste 
and on principle; he may he added to 
the list of great men who confined 
themselves as far as possible :to vegeta- 
ble diet and preferrred water to wine. 
He was scrupulously careful of garb; 
and person, even when he wore the garb 
of an associate of the order of St. 
Francis, as he did whenever 'circum- 
stances permitted.

Be was really so devoutly religious 
that his signature, is a cipher, said to 
mean "Servate—me, Xristns, Maria, 
Yosefns, Christoferens." - •• ' 


In his later years he suffered from 


gout, ophthalmia and .other, maladies 
which his many hardships brought on. 


His sight and hearing.'were :q'uick and 


his sense of smell extremely delicate, 
and he had a great- fondness-'for per- 
fumes. . . Even on his voyages he was 
fond of having his linen, which was 
very, fine; and his gloves .scented with 
essences or more of ten with dried flow- 
ers. Otherwise he was moderate .and- 
simple in diet and apparel from taste 
and on principle; he maybe added to 
the list of great men who confined 
themselves as far as possible to vegeta- 
ble diet and preferrred water to wine. 
He was scrupulously careful of garb 
and person, even when he wore the garb 
of an associate of the order of St.
